| Over Half of Fargo Burned 


to the Ground. 


Thousands Left Homeless, and Their 
Effects Consumed. 


The Losses Will Aggregate Several 
Millions. 


The Conflagration Still Unchecked—Only 
One Hotel Left in the City— 
Fow Fatalities Thus Far 
Reported, 


By Telegraph to Tie Times. 

MINNEAPOLIs, June 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A special tothe Tribune 
from Moorhead says: Half of Fargo 
isin ashes. Fire started at 3 o'clock 
in a restaurant on Second street while 
a strong wind was blowing. At 4 
o’clock the fire had reached the Great 


Northern tracks, ten. blocks north, gut- 


ting theentire district three blocks cast 
to Broadway. A strong fight was made 
to prevent the flames from crossing to 
the west side of Broadway, but by 4 
o’clock they had -crossed in several 
places. The telegraph wires were 
all burned, so it was impossible to 
reach Grand Forks or Hillsboro to 
ask forhelp. Probably two thousand 
people are homeless. The fire’ has 
just crossed the river to the Moorhead 
side at Fargo Roller Mills, which will 
be burned. Among the principal firms 
already burned out are: Herzean’s dry 
goods Stere, Crane’s restaurant, Ma- 
ill’s farm machinery house, Northern 

acific elevator buildings, Western 
Union telegraph office, Morton’s real 
estate office, Red River Valley 
National Bank, the Daily Fo- 
rum, Merchants’ State Bank, the 
operahouse, Tyler’s real estate office, 
the plant of the McCormick, Walter A. 
Woods, Minnesota Chief, and John 
Deering implement warehouses, Cole’s 
livery stable, Grand Hotel, Fleming’s 
drug store, Veder & Lewis’s grocery, 
Christian’s drug store, the Sheridan 
Hotel, Appel Bros., Minneapolis Dry 
Goods Company, Logan’s studio, Ameri- 
can Iron Works, Continental House, 
and Van Brunt’s implement warehouse. 

A strong wind made the fire travel so 
quickly that hardly anything was saved. 
Flames went through brick buildings 
The loss will 
be over $1,000,000, as practically the 
entire business district of the city is 
gutted already. 

At 10 c’clock tonight the fire is still 
burning ina couple of dozen places. 
The wind has changed to the north and 
is driving the flames back on the burned 
district. From the middle of the city 
from Robert and Front streets south, 
four blocks wide and ten blocks long, is 
a blackened plain of ashes, not a dozen 
buildings standing. The flerce south 
wind droye the flames like prairie 
fire. Brick buildings seemed to melt 
away into heaps of crumbling sand, 
and it was impossible to force enough 
water through the mains to fight the 
fire. Aconservative estimate of the loss 
at 10 o’clock tonight is $3,000,000. 

There is plenty of help now, Grand 
Forks, Wahpeton and Casselton having 
sent hose companies. Over three thou- 
sand people tonight are homeless, and 
it is almost impossible to verify reports 
of accidents. James F, Finn, 8 years 
old, son of a former alderman, is re- 
ported burned, also three other children. 
Photographer Gilbert and an unknown 
man were shut off from the stairs in 
the third story of the Chapin Block, 
while trying to save some property. 
Practically, the only one hotel left in 


the town is the Headquarters. The 
fire burnt all around it, but, 
fortunately, so far, it has been 


saved. Only one restaurant is left in 
the city and the Moorhead City Hotel 
is already fall. A large number of peo- 
pie will sleep in the Courthouse and 
schoolhouses on the South Side. Presi- 
dent Hill tonight wired to open the 
Grand Pacific Hotel at Moorhead for 
the firemen. Only two grocery stores 
are left in the town. 

The fire was started by hot ashes from 
the Gem restaurant thrown out behind 
and igniting some loose papers back of 
Hoseman’s dry goods store. Somebody 
left the front door or open, and inside of 


Broadway, soon made short work of 
two blocks between Mears’s and the 
Citizens’ Bank. Just west was the 
three-story brick Chapin Block and four- 
story Columbia Hotel and the big brick 
Hagan Block occupied by E. M. Rath- 
worth, wholesale grocer. Three quar- 
ters of an hour from that time the 
Columbia Hotel caught, and nothing 
was leftstanding ‘but the walls. The 
big brick Citizens’ Bank building for 
a long time resisted the flames, but at 
last they crept west of it and burned 
Elliot’s Hote!, just stopping two blocks 
west of the City Mall, which was 
gutted. 

The flames then took a shoot north 
toward the Great Northern freight de- 
pot, burning the new Methodist Church 
on Robert street and a large number of 
residences ani small stores. Secret so- 
cieties suffered severely, all losing halls 


with meariy all their property. 
Every open space is filled with 
a confused collection of house- 
hold goods, buggies, merchandise, 


legal libraries, etc., hurriedly carried 
out of the burning buildings. Numbers 
of people are sleeping tonight on bare 


ground by the side of all that is left of 
their personal effects. Militia are on 
duty, -and will guard property 
as much as possible. At midnight 
the firemen are still working hard 
to stop the flames. Practically 


one-half of Fargo is wiped out, only 
half the business houses being left. A 
trestle was burned on the Great Noérth- 
ern, sO mo trainscan pass. Firemen 
are now trving to extinguish flames 
along the line of the Northern Pacific, 
to allowasection crew to relay rails 
and let trains through. 

Only one wire could be worked this 
evening, the Fargo office being burned, 
and messages have to be sent from 
Moorhead. Only one bank is saved, the 
First National. Several firemen were 
injured by falling bricks. No more fa- 
talities are reported yet. 


LIVES LOST. 
Thred Firemen in San Francisco Saffer a 
Horrible Death. 

San Francisco, June 7.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| A disastrous conflagra- 
tion occurred here about 8:30 this 
morning, which destroyed thirteen resi- 
dences in the Western addition, near 
the entrance of Golden Gate Park. 
Three firemen perished in the flames, 
while in the discharge of their duty. 
Anotherwas fatally injured and a num- 
ber badly bruised and burned. The 
firemen who lost their lives were play- 
ing hose on a burning building, when, 


without a moment’s warning, a chim- 


ney toppled over, burying the men in 
the débris. The names were Edward 
Davis, Charles Madison and Richard 
Windrow. ‘The families which were 
burned out were all well-to-do. The 
loss is estimated at $100,000. 

The house on the cornerof Page and 
Lyon streets was by M. E. 


Roundtree and his family, valued at 


$12,000. The adjoining dwelling was 
owned and occupied by J. W. Smedley. 
This builciug..was, recently purchased 
for $6000, and it contained $2000 
worth of furniture. Nothing was 
saved. The premises were in- 
sured for 36500. Mrs. Fields’ dwell- 
ing at No. 1232 Page street, Theodore 
Metzler’s! at No. 1230 Page street, 
Mrs. Laura Blake’s at No. 1228 Page, 
and Capt. Hiram Burns’s at No. 1226 
Page, were totally destroyed, and so 
quickly did the flames spread that 
scarcely any furniture or clothing was 
saved. The buildings where the fire 
occurred were situated on a hill. The 
pressure of water was found to be only 
ten pounds, and the fire departmeut 
had much difficulty in getting engines 
on the grounds. 


FIRE AT TRENTON, 
New Jersey's Capital Visited by a Destruc- 
tive Blaze. . 

Trenton (N. J.,) June 7.—The build- 
ing known as the Conservatorium was 
burned yesterday, together with the 
adjoining premises of Bigelow & Co. 
and Gunn & Stack. Victoria Hall, con- 
taining the Salvation Army barracks, 
and the Colchester Block, occupied by 
A. T. Dalrymple as a clothing store, 
were badly damaged. Several smaller 
places also sustained losses by tire and 
water. The Boston company, which 


had an engagement in the Conservato- f 


rium, lost all its effects, valued at $15,- 
000. The total loss.is very heavy, and 
the insurance comparatively small.

FIRED FOUR SHOTS. 


Antonio Aguilar’s Cowardly At- 
tack on D. F. Richards. 


Richards’s Wife Said to Be the Main 
Cause of the Trouble.

Both Sides of the Story as Given by 
Assailant and Victim. 


Each of the Four Shots Fired Took Ef- 
fect in Richards’s Body, bat Only 
One Wound is Considered 
Very Serious. 


“My God! have the woman arrested, 
too. She put him up to it.” 

The words were spoken by D. F. Rich- 
ards, an old man about 57 years of age, 
as he lay on the operating table in the 
receiving hospital last night. The 
blood was welling from four ugly bullet- 
holes located in as many different por- 
tions of the man’s body, and almost 
choked his utterance as it ran in a per- 
fect stream down his face from a wound 
in the head. 

In the heavy steel cell across the cor- 
ridor opposite, Antonio Aguilar, an 
ugly-looking Mexican, who did the 
shooting, was locked as safely as bolts 
and bars could make him. 

The woman referred to by Richards 
was his wife, and she, undoubtedly as 
the old man suggested, was con- 
nected with the affair in no 
very enviable manner. His appeal 
that she also be arrested was made in 
atone of piteonus entreaty, as if he 
feared that she might do him still 
further harm. 

It was shortly after 8:80 o'clock 
last night that Sergeant Morton, as he 
was waiting foracar atthe corner of 
Main and Second streets, heard a 
pistol shot coming from the direction 
of Los Angeles street. He immediately 
started on a run in that direction, 
but before he had taken many 
three more shots were 
fired in rapid succession, apparently 
from the same point. The officer 
quickened his pace and reached the 
corner of Los Angeles street afew sec- 
onds later. Just below that street on 
Second he saw a cloud of smoke rising, 
andat the same moment a man oame 
hurrying from the same direction. He 
walked straightto where the officer 


‘was standing, and it was then seen that 


he had a pistol in hishand. As he 
reached the corner the sergeant seized 
the hand in which the revolver was 
held and a bystander grabbed the other. 
There was no need to fear further harm 
from the fellow, however, for as soon 
as he saw that Morton was an officer he 
said: ‘Here Iam. I did the shootiug.”’ 
He was hurried at once to the sta- 
tion, and several other “men were 
sent to look for the man who was shot. 
They found him leaning up against the 
side of a building against which he had 
staggered, with his head down and the 
blood gushing from-his head and side. 
Two men seized hini to prevent his fall- 
ing, and he was carried to the receiv- 
ing hospital. His assailant had just 
been ushered in before him, and the 
officers were then searching the former 
as the wounded man was brought 
through the doorway. Aguilar had just 
givenhis name to the clerk, and stood 
with a demoniacal, satisfied grin on 
his face when hecaugnht sight of his 
blood-bestained victim. Then the smile 
faded from his features and he shud- 


dered as the jailer hurried him into the. 


dark cell and shut the door with a 
heavy clang. asta 

Police Surgeon Bryant was tele- 
phoned for, and he arrived a few min- 
utes after the injured man was placed 
on the table, and made a hurried exam- 
ination of the wounds. For every shot 
that was fired acorresponding mark 
was found onthe man’s body. The first 
shot had evidently been aimed at the 
head to kill, but the bullet had glanced 
off and plowed adeep scalp gashon a 
line with the righteye. Holes in the 
hat showed where the bullet had entered 
and passed out. A second bullet had 
entered the right shoulder and a third 
had passed through the arm below the 
elbow on the same side. The last shot 
was the most serious of all, the ball hav- 
ing entered the right side below the 
true ribs. 

When he could recover his scant 
breath the sufferer, in reply to ques- 
tions, said that his name was D. F. 
Richards. He was about 57 years old, 
and his home was at the corner of Kuhrt 
and Workman streets on the East Side. 


he did not reside there at present, but |° 


toomied at the Mechanics’ Lodging 
House. The cause for leaving home 
was that his wife had taken up with the 
Mexican, and together the two had 
driven him away, and Aguilar had fre- 
quently threatened to kill him and Mrs. 
Richards had seemed more than desir- 
ous of getting rid of him, too. In his 
wife’s care were his little children, 
however, and these were the only ties 
that bound him to his home. Fre- 
quently he had gone to see the little 
ones, and on one occasion he had 
been beaten by Aguilar and his 
wife frightfully. He always believed 
that Aguilar would kill himif he gotthe 
opportunity. Last night he started to 
go down Second street, from Los Ange- 
les, carrying a large clock under his 
arm. He did not notice any one follow- 
ing him, but just as he got into the dark 
shadow of a building he felt a nudge, 
and turned around to see who had 
pushed him. Before he hadtime to 
speak a pistol flashed full in his face 
aud he felt the bullet strike him. He 
then recognized Aguilar, and called out, 
begging the latter not to kill him, 
but thé merciless Mexican fired three 
more shots before he stopped. Rich- 
ards had turned to run, and the last 
three bullets struck him as he was en- 
deavoring to get undér shelter of the 
wall of the building. 

Richards frequently broke down while 
telling his story, when his thoughts re- 
veoted to his children andothe unfaith- 
ful wife, whom he believed to be the 
cause of all his trouble. 

The Times reporter, after listening to 


Richards’s pitiful narrative, asked to be 


allowed to see Aguilar, and the fellow 
was brought out from his cell into the 
corridor. The few moments. that he 
had spent in the darkness of the dun- 
geon-like cell had brought the wretch 
partially to a realization of the serious- 
ness of his crime, and he trembled 


violently when he emerged into 
the gaslight. His story was in 
effect directly opposite to that 


told by Richards. The latter, he said, 
was the aggressor. He admitted living 
at Richards’s home on the East Side, but 
claimed that he had only rented a room 
from Mrs. Richards, and paid $4 per 
week for his board at her house. Rich- 
ards, he said, had frequently threatened 
him, and when- they met on Second 
street had said “You — —I will kill 
you,’’ at the same time reaching in the 
direction of his hip pocket. Aguilar 
said that thén, and only then, did he 
pull his revolver and fire. » 

This version of the affair was re- 
garded as being highly improbable by 
the officers, for the circumstances went 
to show that Richards had told a

The Headworks Site Again Unme@ 
der Diseussion. | 


The Ordinance Providing for Its 
Purchase Fails to Pass. 


Judge Dillon Decides That the Water | 
Bonds Are Illegal 


A New Election Providing for Forty-yeag 
Konds Necessary—The Coup- 
ling for the Outfall Sewer 
Fxpiained. 


‘An adjourned meeting of the 
Council was held yesterday afternoon, © 
The City Attorney reported that the 
title to the land under option from 
Messrs. Pomeroy and Hooker was ali 

right. 

The City Attorney also presented am 
ordinance permitting the city to prée 
ceed with the purchase of the land. 

Councilman Munson moved that thé 
ordinance be placed_on its passage. 

Councilman Nickell said he had. beem 
away and did not understand all aboug 
the matter. He wished to lear 
whether the land conld not be boughs 


-on the condition that the bonds shounl@ 


be valid. 

Councilman Munson reviewed the vae 
rious proceedings that had been taken, 
and saidhe thought it was a Critical 
period. If thecity wasto get the las@ 
it should do so now. 

Councilman Nickell said that so far 
as the securing of the land at the price 
named was concerned, he believed it 
could be bought a hundred days from 
now, or five hundred days from now, 
for #830,000. That was all it was 
worth. The proper thing to do was t 
buy the land when the city could place 
the waterworks on it. Of course, the 
city could collect the sums of money ig 
different funds and thus secure the 
£20,000, but it would be unwise to dee 
plete the treasury in thatway. He 
said he knew that the people had voted 
the bonds, but he believed that the 
Council would be overstepping the in- 
tentions of the people by purchasisg 
the land before it had the funds to come 
struct the headworks with If the 
land were to be bought now it mignt Iie 
idle for years. 

Henry Martz was permitted to spéak, 
and said that as a_ property-owner 
whose premises were located in the Bi 
district, he was in favorof the city 
owning its waterwotks, but belfeved 
that the land shonld not be bought 
until the legality of the bonds was de= 
cided. He believed $30,000 to Bbe@ 
fair price for the tract. 

City Engineer Dockweiler explained 
somewhatin detail in reference to the 
proposed headworks. He said, among 
other things, that the object in buying 
land was to’have it 
cover the mouth of the Tejunga River, 
By so doing there would be no danger 
of any ofthe land being used for doe 
mestic purposes to the detriment of the 
purity of the water. 

Councilman Nickell spoke again, say- 


ing that be was willing to swear that 
one year 4: he heard Mr. Pomeroy say 
lhe would sell that 400 acres for 
$15,000. 


After a lengthy debate the motion for 
the passage of the ordinance was voted 
on and failed to carry. The vote was: 
Yeas: Campbell, Innes, Rhodes, Strohm 
Munson, 5; nays, Gaffey, Nickell, 
Teed, 3. 

The matter of the coupling to be used 
on the wood pipe on the outfall sewer 
came up next. 

Councilman Nickell said that he ree 
membered saying something about the 
style of the coupling being a question 
for the engineers to decide, but he had 
had no intention to order aayems to 
change the contract. 

It was ordered that the matter of the 
stave coupling te referred to the Sewer 
Committee, andthe Council then ad- 
journed without taking action on the 
band coupling. 

THE BONDS INVALID, 

Scarcely had the adjournment beem 
taken when it was announced that the 
Mayor had received a telegram ig 
reference to the bonds. It was as fole 
lows:

A Costly Struggie. 

Although it is nearly twenty-three 
years since Napoleon surrendered to 
the Germans at Sedan, there has never 
been a full statement publishsd of the 
losses of both sides in the Franco- 
Prussian war. In discussing the Ger- 
man Army Bill, the Miiitacrische 
Wochenbiatt gives some interesting 
particulars on this subject. 

According to this paper, there fell on 
the battlefield or died of their wounds 
on the German side 1881 officers and 
26,897 men; the number of wounded 
was 4289 officers and 84,304 men; of 
the missing 127 officers and 12,257 
men, aggregating a total of 6247 
officers and 123,453 men. Among the 
missing, those still missing, or as to 


_ whose fate no certain information has 


he

been obtained up to the year 1892, 
must be counted among the dead. 
These, numbering about 4000, and the 
17,105 who perished from disease, 
bring the total up to 149,000 Germans 
who died for their country during this 
memorable war. 

On the other side, it is estimated that 
the French lost 2900 officers and 
136,000 men by death, of whom 
17,688 died in German hospitals. 


-There fell of imfantry, at its average |- 


stréngth, 4.47 per cent.: of cavalry, 
1,40 per cent.; of artillery, 1.28 per 
cent., and of pioneers 37 per cent. As 
to the separate contingents, the Hes- 
sians paid dearly with their blood for 
the restoration of the unity of the 
German Empire, losing 5.97 per cent. ; 
the Bavarians, 5.58 per cent.; the Sax- 
onians, 5.40 per, cent.; the Prussians, 
4.85 per cent.; the Badeners, 3.76, 
and the Wurtembergers 3.51. A very 
large number of German soldiers had to 
be placed upon the invalid list after the 
war, numbering 60,895 subalterns and 
men who were in active service in 
1870-71. This is 6.28 pewcent. of all 
the German soldiers who went into the 
field. The pension appropriation of 
the German Empire amountsto about 
500,000,000 marks, or $119,000,000, 
out of which the wounded and depend- 
ent survivors of the late war receive 
their pensions. 


Heresy and Heretics. 

It cost the Presbyterian Church about 
$50,000 to decide that Dr. Briggs isa 
heretic. Of thissum, it is said that 
Col. McCook, of the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee, who is a wealthy man, spent at 
least $20,000 out of his own pocket. 

There is little doubt thatthis decision 
will result in a schism within that pow- 
erful religious body. How extensive 
the breach may become cannot yet be 
told. One Presbyterian minister in the 
East has already come out strongly in 
favor of Mr. Briggs, and, it is said, has 
his congregation with him. Possibly 
the ‘‘reformed’’ Church may yet un- 
dergo still another change. 

That the gentlemen who so persist- 
ently and forcibly opposed Mr. Briggs, 
and finally secured his expulsion, have 
acted from motives of what they be- 
lieve to be conscientious duty, there 
can be no doubt, but it does not follow 
that their course was necessarily the 
wisest that might have been pursued. 
For thousands of vears earnest be- 
lievers have bitterly fought those who 
disseminated what seemed tothem false 
doctrine. Heretics have been burned 
‘at the stake by men whose motives 
could not be impugned. They believed 
sincerely that in doing this they were 
saving souls from the danger of 
eternal damnation, and performing 
an act that was pleasing to the Most 
High. Of course, there were among 
them men of no religious principles, 
crue! by nature and possessed of a lust 
of power, who sacrificed their fellows 
to vent a personal prejudice or replen- 
ish their coffers. but such men Were 
by no means inthe majority, either in 
the Catholic Church when autos da fe 

fwere of Caily occurrence, or among 
the Prostestants, when Good Queen 
Bess burned Catholics for their spirit- 
{ual weal at Smithfield. | 
The time has passed, however, when 
heretics are burned at the stake. The 
burning up is now done in a series of 
resolutions, which are followed by ex- 
pulsion from the church, after which, 
in nine cases out of ten, the heretic 
becomes a social lion and. obtains the 
pastorate of an independent church at 
a remuneration severai times greater 
than that which he had hitherto re- 
ceived. «dn this direction the world has 
certainly made a great advance. 


Nor 
were the older methods effectual. 


His- 


tory shows that religious bodies have | 


thrived under persecution. Left alone. 
they may become indifferent and force. 
less, but under the harsh wind of perse- 
cution they have-ever developed powers 
of cohésion and a spirit of enthusiasm 
that have left their imprint on the 
world. 

Heresy is a word of direful import to 


many, but analyzed it simply means | 


one who holds opinions differing 
the majority of the schoolto which he 
belongs. Christianity itself was, in-the 
beginning. looked upon as one of the 
Beresies of the Jewish faith. a man 
may be herctica! in one communion and 
orthodox in another. These schools 
cannot evidently both be gigifirEach 
member is, however, absolutely con- 
winced that his creed is beyond a sus- 
wicion of doubt, hence the bitter dis- 


putes which often mar religious dis- 
cussions. To flippantly characterize 
these men as bigots displays a _ lack of 
acumen in gauging the standpoint from 
which they act. Ifa man is indifferent 
on the subject, it is easy to be liberal. 
These men are thoroughly and deeply 
in earnest. They believe that the 
eternal welfare of thousands depends 
upon their action. One may differ en- 
tirely from them in opinion; may de- 
plore the apparently narrow views 
which they entertain, but in justice 
they should be credited with an earnest 
intention of doing right, as they see it. 

The difference between Dr. Briggs 
and the church.from which he has been 
expelled appears to be the question as 
to whether the Bible shall be accepted 
literally, word for word, as inspired. 
The books of the Bible have all beeh 
translated, some of them through sev- 
eral languages. Translators differ 
greatly in the interpretation of variou 
passages. The revised version differs 
in many essential respects from the one 
which preceded it. When these facts are 
considered, it certainly appears that a 
reasonable margin for difference in in- 
terpretation should be allowed. In 
such cases the apostolic advice is a 
good one: ‘In things essential, unity; 
in things doubtful, liberty; in all 
things, charity.’ 
However, as long as men entertain 
strong religious convictions they will 
be ready to battle for the letter as well 
as the spirit of the law, as they inter- 
pretit. true that the world is be- 
coming more liberal in religious affairs, 
but many believe that this is rather the 
liberalism of indifference to the creed 
than of active good teeling toward 
those who oppose it. 


Re.ieiovs fanaticism is not wholly a 
thing of the past; itis anelement of 
today. But perhaps no feature of it 
will appear more absurd than that 
which has recently had birthin the 
Quixotic brain of -Alexander Rtssell 
Webb, the United States Consul who 
four years ago embraced Islamism, and 
who has returned to this country for 
the purpose of propagating Mohamme- 
danism and with the hope of making it 
in the future the religion of Christian 
America. But, although the pioneer 
apostle of this religion in this country, 
he does not propose to work alone in 
the broad field open before him here. 
He comes, he declares, under the au- 
thority of many of the foremost and 
wealthy Mohammedans of India, who 
have authorized him to make the pur- 
chase of large tracts of land whereon 


prophet who are anxious to emigrate to 
America. Strong syndicates have been 
formed of which he is the agent, and 
the wealth and the old religion of India 
are looking toward the land where Puri- 
tanism was cradled, and where Chris- 
tianity has had sway ever since we be- 
came a nation, with the idea ot revolu- 
tionizing American religious sentiment 
and substituting here the crescent in 
place of thecross. There isa good 
deal of life yet in Islamism, but we 
doubt if there is enough to wage a 
very effective warfare on enlightened

It is human neglect and 
the prevalence of filth and the utter 
disregard of all sanitary law that makes 
the deadly epidemic possible in this en- 
lightened age of the world.

Thus the general wealth of the State is 
increased, and the condition of the 
peasant classes greatly improved. 


An international reciprocity conven- 
tion is in session at St. Paul, at which 
resolutions have been adopted favoring 
reciprocity in trade with Canada, the 
improvement of the water ways from 
the great lakes to tidewater, so as to 
admit of the passage of ocean steamers, 
and open competition between the rail- 
ways of both countries. A committee 
of ten—five from each country—has 
been appointed to lay the matter before 
the respective governments. Canada is 
ultimately destined to become a portion 
of the United States, not through con- 
quest, but by the will of the people of 
the Dominion. Such a treaty as that 
proposed would knit closer ties between 
the two countries and hasten the day 
when the Stars and Stripes shall float 
from the Gulf to the Polar Sea.

EN ROUTE, section No. 5, Pullman 
car ‘‘Belfast,"’ Santa Fe road, May 31.— 
We are off for the Worid's Fair. Our 
party includes the doctor, the profes- 
sor of microscopy (called Dorothy for 
short,) the kodak and myself. A dele- 
gation of friends came with us as far 
as Downey avenue, where we caught 
the last flutter of waving handker- 
chiefs as the train rounded the curve 
beyond.

lunch boxes, the shawlstrap, the uls- 
ters, overcoats, the kodak were present, 
the receptacle for hot coffee was absent 
so we stormed a variety store at San 
Bernardino. The merchant had one tin 
coffee-pot, which he offered on liberal 
terms. He also hunted up a quart cup 
and a tin buckét, but we were dis- 
posed to view the matter with favor, he 
assured us that it was already sold, and 
was awaiting the order of the pur- 
chaser. We called a convention and 
consulted. The coffee-pot had too long 
a spout, and, besides, it was too tiny;

THE COURTS. 


The Supreme Court Reverses a 
San Diego Decision 


Municipal Officers Cannot Accspt 
City Contracts. 


Two Insanity Examinations Held Be- 
fore Judge nley. 


Justice Bartholomew Holds Three Comp- 
ton Men to Answer for Riotous 
Acts in Connection With the 

Water Trouble. 


An opinion was received yesterday at 
the deputy clerk’s office of the Supreme 
Court in this city in the case of John G. 
Capron, respondent, vs. George N. 
Hitchcock et al., appellants. The orig- 
inal action was to enforce the lien of 
an assessment onthe lot of defendant's 
in the city of San Diego, for street 
work .alleged to have been done by 
plaintiff undera contract awarded to 
him by the City Council, and executed, 
on the part of the city, by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets. The answer, after 
denying the alleged contract, averred 
that at all the times mentioned in 
plaintiff's complaint the city of San 
Diego was a municipal corporation of 
the fourth class, and that the plaintiff, 


J. G. Capron, fas a school trustee of 
thercity, all further allegations | 
were true. Judgment was given for 


plaintiff. The defendants appealed 
from the judgment and also from an or- 
der denying their motion for a new trial. 
The appellants contended that on the 
findings of fact the judgment should 


have been in their favor, for 
the reason ttrat the alleged con- 
tract “ was prohibited and made 


void by an act of the Legislature which 
provides that no officer of a city of the 
fourth class shall be interested in any 
contract to which the city is a party, 
and that any contract contrary to such 
provision shall be void. Substantially 
the same point was made on the appeal 
from the order denying a new trial, by 
exception to the finding of the alleged 
contract, the evidence without conflict 
showing that the plaintiff was an of- 


| ficer of the city at all times mentioned 


in the complaint. 

In the opinion the Supreme Court 
holds that the point is well taken on the 
appeal from judgment, and should be 
sustained onthe grounds that the 
alleged contract of the city with the 
plaintiff was plainly prohibited and de- 
clared void section 628 of the 
the Municipal Corporation Act of March 
13, 1888. Therefore there was no 
contract to support the subsequent pro- 
ceedings, and consequently no valid 
assessment upon the lot of the defend- 
ants; stating further that counsel for 
respondent, however, contended that 
the award of the contract was not a 
nullity, since the ‘‘qualifications and 
eligibility of bidders are matters to be 
passed upon and determined by the 
Council, with the single limitation 
that they must reject all bids other 
the lowest regular bid of any respon- 
sible bidder.’’ ‘The ready answer to all 
this would be that the ‘‘limitation’’ 
mentioned was not the only limitation 
They 
were also required to reject all bids of 
city officers, and the express statutor 
penalty of transgressing the limitation 
be void. 
It was also contended by respondent 
that the exclusive remedy for the error 
of the City Council in awarding the 
contract to an officer of the city was by 
of remonstrance provided for 

n section 8 of the act of March 18, 
1885, which declared that at any time 
before the issuance of the assessment 
roll all owners of lots or lands liable to 
assessment therein, who, after the first 


publication of a resolution of intention, 


might feel aggrieved, or who might have 
objections to any of the subsequent pro- 
ceedings of the Council, should file with 
the clerk a petition of remonstrance, 
and that such a petition should be 
passed upon by the Council, and that its 
décision should be final. 

By parity of reason, 
that neféher a_ void 
street ‘“Hdtityact nor a void con- 
tract upon such award would be- 
come valid by failure to file a 
petition of remonstrance under section 
8 of the act, and, if not, all subsequent 
proceedings dependent upon a valid con- 
tract must also be invalid. The ques- 
tion of inconsistency was not involved 
‘in the case; and needed not to be de- 
cided; for, conceding the alleged in- 
consistency, it could effect a repeal of 
tthe former act by implication only to 
the extent of the conflict. The case 
would, even then, remain within the 
rule, and not within the exception. 

Fot the reasons given, the judgment 
and order were reversed, andthe court 
below was directed to render judgment 
on the findings for defendants.

The main things in the way are, first, 
that there must be plans and specifications, 
so that the proferty-owners may know just 
what they are signing; second, the water. 
pipes and gaspipes will have to be removed 
to the alleys, sothat when the streets are 
paved no “tapping’’ can be done. These 
things, however, can easily be altered. The 
tommittee was at work on the matter Tucs- 
day with good success. With the Board of 
Trade and the City Council both at work on 
improvements Pomona ought and will go 
ahead with avim. The citizens are aimost 
aumit on wanting the town to go ahead 
without stopping, and it is believed that it 
will do so. 


THE UNITARIANS. 

The conference just held at Pomona by 
the Unitarians of Southern California was 
most encouraging tothem. With a single 
exception the churches of the conference 
are Very prosperous, though three cf the 
ministers have two congregations each, so. 
dificult is it to supply all the demands 
upon the clergy. A fine church edifice is 
in process of erection at Pomona, and at 
two or three other points the thought of 
building isin the air. Three churches are 
now being organized in towns of very con. 
siderable importance, one of which will be 
in charge a very bright young minister, 
who, as a Methodist, has been most suc- 
cessful inthe community where he will 
soon make his début as a Unitarian. 
Three churches, not yet quite ready to 
build. are temporarily providing them. 
selves with larger and better quarters to 
mieet the necessities of their growing con- 
gregations.

A Breezy Session of the Public 
Library Trustees. 


Objectionable Publications to Bo Exclude4 
from the Library Tabies— Meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, 

Residents in the vicinity of the public 
Nibrary had their attention attracted Tues- 
day evening by frequent and unusual 
flights of oratory floating outon the night 
air. The earnest and eloquent words 
came from the direction of the public li- 
brary, and, upon investigation, it was as- 
certained that Editor Baker, of the Stand- 
ard, was making a speech before the Board | 
of Library Trtstees on behalf of free 
speech, free press and freethought. What 
brought the eccentric editor, who, by the 
way, is chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
to his teet instanter was the offering of the 
tollowing resolution by the Rev. J. P, 
Booth, one of the members of the board: 

“Resolved that no magazine or news- 
paper, the avowed or manifest purpose of 
which is to overthrow the Christian re- 
ligion, thereby destroying the most con- 
serving power to promote the morals and 
welfare of the community, and, further, 
that no magazine or newspaper attacking 
any religion by means of cartoons, bur- 
lesque or ridiculefshall be allowed upon the 
files or tables of the public library of 
Santa Ana.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Booth spoke briefly in support of 
the resolution, and was tollowed by Trustee 
Keech, who moved toamend by striking 
out all down to and including the word 

This amendment was seconded by Trustee 
French, after which Editor Baker asked the 
other members of the board what they 
thought of the resolution. Then he called 
for the bit of paper upon which the resolu- 
tion was written, and, glancing at the econ- 
tents as he arose from hischair, announced 
in tones most emphatic that he was op- 
posed to the resolution, every part and par- 
cel of it, from top to bottom, first, last and 
all the time. He then stated that 
he knew what the resolution was aimed 
at; that it was meant to exclude the 
two most ably’ edited free-thought 
journals in America — the, Boston In- 
vestigator and Truth - seeker, from 
the library tables. Then warming up to 
his subject he proceeded to elaborate 
upon free speech, free press and free 
thought in an eloquent, if not to many an 
elegant, manner. For fifteen minutes he 
was in his element, for if there is any one 
thing more than another in which Editor 
Baker takes an especial delight itis in 
making a speech upon his favorite topic, 
“free thought.”’ He closed with an ap- 
peal to the members of the board to think 


well before they voted upon this resolution, 


and, therefore, established a criterion in 
the matter of selecting for and admittiug 
to the library tables and filles reading mat- 
ter for only'a portion of the taxpayers, and 
not all who help to support the institution 
by direct taxation. 

Rev. Booth and Messrs. Keech, French 
and Menges participated in the discussion, 
and were free to claim that the two great 
free-thought papers were not, perhaps, ob- 
jectionable tosome men and women, but 
for the cartoons in the Truth-seeker to he 
thrown upon the tables before children, 
whose minds are undeveloped, was abom- 
inablz, to say the least, and surely was not 
conducive to morality and purity of thought 
and action. 

"- After a series of short speeches, in which 
more personalities were indulged in than 
was by any means necessary, a vote upon 
the amendment was called for, and carried, 
Rev. Booth voting in the negative. Thena 
vote upon the resolution as amended was 
taken, and the same was carried, Baker 
voting in the negative. The librarian was 
then instructed to retain all papers and 
magazines that were of questionable char- 
acter, and refer the same to the board at 
the next regular meeting. 

By the above action such publications as 
the Boston Investigator and The Truth- 
seeker are not excluded from the library; 
only from the tables andthe files. They 
will be shelved, and can be seen when 
called for. 

The ,following other business was also 
transacted during the evening: 

In the matter of re-binding library books 
Messrs. Booth, Menges and Baker were ap- 
pointed a committee to secure written bi 
for the work, according to samples fur- 
nished by the librarian, the same to be 
presented at the next regular meeting of 
the board. 

OThe librarian was authorized and 

directed to open a subscription for a 
finding list and library catalogue at 20 
cents each. 

The usual bills were allowed. The propo- 
sition of the directors of the ange 
County Fair Association to place its’records 
in the library was accepted upon the terms 
proposed. 

The secretary presented an anonymous 
communication, signed by ‘‘A Reader,’’ and 
upon motion all anonymous communica- 
tions were ordered laid upon the table 
without reading. 

The librarian reported $8.60 in fines col- 
lected for the month of May, and handed in 
a deposit check for the same, after which 
the board adjourned to meet Tuesday 
evening, July 4,1893. 

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Or. 
ange County Chamber of Commerce was 
held in the office of the secretary Tuesday 
evening. 

A communication from the Santa Fé 
Railroad Company in reference to the 
small park at the depot was read and re- 
ferred to the Park Committee. 

H. A. Peabody and Frank Ey were added 
to the Park Committee during the absence 
of F. P. Nickey. 

The StreetCommittee was requested to 
urge upon the City Trustees the importance 
of taking such action as will enable the city 
to come within the provisions of an act of 
the Legislature, which provides for thé 
planting, maintenance and care of shade 
trees upon streets, lanes, alleys, courts and 
places within municipalities, and for the 
eradjcation of weeds within the city limits. 

Thé action at the last meeting of the di- 
rectors.to donate $81.50 to'*The Land of 
Southern Calitornia’’ was rescinded, and a 
further action taken that the $81.50 be 
considered a sufficient amount to be paid to 
said publication, in addition to the amounts 
already subscribed by individuals, for the 
advertisementof Orange county which is 
to appear upon its pages.

The regniar monthly meeting of the 
Board of Health was held yesterday 
The Health Officer and all 
the members of the board were present, 


Dr. Hitchcock presented a_ draft of 
rules and regulations governing the 
action of city physicians in cases of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases.

Health Officer Power stated that he 
had known of some such instances, but 
that it would appear that if there were 


physicians 
within the city shall report cases of 
certain diseases to the Health Officer. 
A provision is also made for the re- 
moval of persons having contagious 
diseases, or, where not removed, that 
the house where they may be shall be 
cases of 
Asiatic cholera a black flag shall be 
For yellow 
fever, smallpox and similar diseases a 
yellow flag shall be used. 

The clause providiag for the removal 
of diseased persons to the hospitals or 
to the pest house provoked a rather 
Dr. Kurtz main- 
tained that it was not right to remove 
a person from his house where he could 
be properly cared for by his people and 
He believed that 
the rules should be so worded that the 
patient should be removed or properly 
quarantined in the place where found. 

The rules were changed so as to read 
that way,and after some further con- 
sideration were approved. 

Dr. Kurtz said he wished to call atten- 
tion to the fact that in some cases that 
had come under his observation a house 
had been placarded for a contagious 
or infectious disease because of a physi- 
cian reporting such disease to exist.
